Applicant's proposed after-final amendment filed May 29, 2009 will not be entered into the record because the proposed cancellation of 
claims 64-67, 69-70, 75-84 and 88-90 and amendments to remaining claims 68 and 85-86 raises new issues that would require further 
consideration and/or search, 

In particular, it is noted that the instant claims were examined insofar as they read upon the originally elected species of DMRIE carboxylate 
propyl amide and the species indicated at p.4 of the Office Action dated August 6, 2008. However, the proposed amendments to the claims 
do not limit the scope of the claims to that which was elected and examined pursuant to Applicant's reply dated March 1 8, 2008 and 
determined to be free of the prior art. In other words, the claims are directed to numerous other species of compounds that were not 
previously searched and/or considered during the course of prosecution. As a result, entry of the proposed claim amendments would 
necessitate the search and consideration of the numerous additional species recited in the claims, which is considered a new issue, 
because additional assessments of the prior art would need to be performed to determine whether additional prior art would need to be 
applied to these other species that were not previously searched and/or examined. Accordingly, the amendments will not be entered into 
the record. 

In addition, the proposed claim amendments are not deemed to place the application in better form for appeal by materially reducing or 
simplifying the issues for appeal because they raise new issues that require futher consideration and/or search.
